I anfwer, 
by eftablithing funds for the payment of 
the intereſt of our public debts: N thing 
more than this is neceſſary to double our 
cath immediately. The momeat this is 
done, every public fecur.ty is as good as 
the ndminal {um in fpecie. Not only A- 
mericans, but foreigners will prefer 
thefe fecurities to ſpec e, when they are 
certain of receivinng the intereh at the 
moment it is due---every fecurity will be 
trausferable, and our debt will be 
of ſervice to us at this time; fur 
while we owe the money,it will all be 
in oat hands and enable us to pay it gras 
dually and with eafe, It is not expect- 
ed that we muft pay the pricipal of the 
debt at once; even if we could do it, it 
would not be policy, becaufe we want to 
increafe our cafh and thisdebt may with 
eafe be converted to that purpoſe. This 
ſound policy, which for ages has been 
practiſed in the commercial kingdoms of 
Europe, Congrefs have itin view to a- 
dopt---they would ‘adopt it inflantly, if 
the jealoufy and difeontent of their con- 
ſtituents did not defeat all their falutary 
meaſures. 


The moment our eredit is eftablifhed, 
another plan may be executed for dif- 
charging the principal of the debt with- 
out additional burthen upon the people. 
J have already obferved that an annual 
tax of ten pence on the po und, will pay 
the interet of our whole continental 
debt, at fix per cent, which is the inter- 
eſt we pay for moſt of it, but if we are 
wife enough to eſtabliſn our credit, 
we may procure loans in Europe 
to the amount of our whole debt at 
an inteteſt of three and an half per 
cent. Then out of our own fund of 
ten-pence on the peund, we fhould have 
a faviug of more than two per cent. Bar 
fuppofe it but two per cent. this will a- 
mount to eight hundred and forty thou- 
ſand dollars per annum, which in 5o 
years would raife the whole fum of forty 
millions of dollars, Thus ten-pence on. 
the pound annually & pundtvally paid, 
would in fifty years, cancel the whole 
continental debt, principle and intereſt, 
without an impof or any additonal tax, 
and without any allowance for the in- 
creafing wealth of America.
